— Itarnoy S«lirciln*r’s Jack 
Atkin, ratod by many oximtIs a la-ttor lu»rso than 
Hos«‘Ih>ii ajnl, thoreforo. the ;;reat»*st si>riut«*r that 
lias appeared on th<‘ Am«‘rican turf diiriip; the jiast 
deeade. carried 140 iMUinds to a <-anteriii>: victory in 
a Kix-fnrlou« h:indicap at Yonkers today in 1:11*. 
Wh<desale scratchiujc ruhlK*d tlie race of much 
of Its interest. The Schreiher sprinter was 
opiaised hy a trio of third raters that were unahie 
to make him extend himself. It is generally Ik*- 
lieved that Jack Atkin could haye run tlie six fur- 
kmjts fully a second faster had the utH^ossity ex- 
isted to<lay. 

Public liisappointment was particularly keen over 
the withdrawal of Rose Queen, the fleet western 
filly. She had been ex|M*ct«>d to furnish the conten- 
tion necessary for a memorable contest. Jack Atkin 
is no louj^er nimble at the post, having developed a 
temlency to «lwell at the start. His preliminary gal- 
lop suK;;este<l a soreness not perceptible in his warm- 
up on the «K*casion of his preceding start. It was 
noticeable at Delniont Park in the spring and the 
inferem-e is that the champion is no longer able to 
stand the strain of steady campai);nin;; as of yore. 

Fast runniUK was the outstamlim; feature of to- 
day’s racinjr. Artmdack ran six furlongs in 1:1 lj» in 
winning the KnickerlKH-ker Handicap, with lo7 
IKHinds up. The Hastin^ts filly was <>n^a};ed in a 
tnie run race and profited by the fast early jiace 
that was set. Field Mouse and Prince Cal were 
ainoi)}; the speedy sprinters that she led to the 
finish in the fastest race of the Y’onkers meetiii}?. 

Arondack’s triumph in the Knickerlsicker Handi- 
cap evoked nearly as much enthusiasm as had Jack 
Atkin’s feat. For her inches Arondack is jiro- 
iiouikhmI the bt^st filly seen in many a day. 

Au^rust Belmont’s colors were victorious in the 
fifth race. Dullcare defeated two oppomuits — Shan- 
non and Hi'ndersou — with jii’eat ease. I’ral climaxed 
a luditrous exhibition on Shannon by bKl;;in« a 
claim <if foul against the winner. Fortunatidy for 
Du;;an. Dullcare was never near euoujth to Shannon 
to interfere with him and the original placiutts were 
sjieedily confirmed.

Starter Dade fined steeplec'hase jockeys Pollock, 
McKinney and McClain $25 each for disol>edience at 
the post. 

The Saratoga shipment from here will include 
three cai loads consigned by Phil T. Oliinn. and the 
horses of P. Dunne, J, W. Colt. J. S. Ward. W. J. 
Young and I A. Baker. 

There was quite a flurry of excitement when it 
became known that the judges had ordered jocke.v 
Davenport not to accept an.v mounts for toda.v. The 
gossip at onci' coujiled the order with the fact of a 
faulty ride on Ze«*la. The judges, however, simpl.v 
wanted to straighten the lad s tangled contract. 
This was done jiist iK'fore the opening race and he 
was enabled to acci'pt mounts. He will in future 
be under contract to J. S. Ward, who is part owner 
and trainer of the A. Weber string of racers. 

WESTERN HORSEMEN’S RECORD AT YONKERS. 

New York, .Tul.v 27. — The management of the Em- 
pire City meeting have western horsemen to thank 
for the enlivening of the racing at the Yonkers 
course. .Much of the success that has attended the 
running of the meeting must be credited to the 
visitors. Till* westerners have been deservedly suc- 
cessful. Of the sixt.v-six races that had b<‘en de- 
cided up to tiMlay. thirty-four were won b.v western 
horses. H. G. Bedweil continues the most con- 
spicuously successful of the westerners. His stable 
record to date was eleven firsts, three seconds and 
four thirds out of twenty-six starts. This average 
of a race each day is certainl.v a remarkable show- 
ing. His stable winnings for the meeting are in ex- 
cess of $5.(MHi. and undoubtiMlIy would have been 
materially more had not the Bedweil nominations 
for the Empire Cit.v stakes been voided b.v the i>x- 
istence of a forfeit against one of bis horses, of 
which Bedweil was unaware when he forwarded 
his entries.

George .T. Ling’s horses, in charge of Peter Co.vne, 
as well as those of W. F. Schulte, went along with 
the Reif racers. 

George M. Odom will ship his string of nine horses 
from Yonkers to Saratoga today. Nimbus. Prince 
(ial and the rest of the lot. imdudlng the faint- 
hearted Follie Levy, are at their best right now. 
and as trainer Odom intends to luive entries the 
first part of the nna'ting at the Spa, he decided on 
an early shipment in order to give his horses tlie 
advantage of several days’ galloping over tlie Sara- 
toga course.
